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AFL Forecasts 
Higher Wages, 
Fewer lobs 


Economists Predict 
Substantial W age 
Boosts for Unions 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (/P) — 
Higher wages bu t fewer jobs is 
the forecast for 19 55 received by 
AFL leaders today as they opened 
toplevel winter meetings. 
The AFL Execu tive Cou ncil, 17 - 
member policy-making grou p of 
the big labor organization, stu died 
a report prepared by AFL econo­ 
mists predicting that u nions will 
win su bstantial wage boosts this 
year. 
Million More 
The report, at the same time, 
expressed fear that u nemployment 
will 
average 
abou t 
4,000,000 
throu ghou t the year, or a million 
higher than the 3,000,000 jobless 
average of 19 54. 
An above normal increase a- 
mong the available workers, part­ 
ly du e to schedu led redu ctions in 
the military forces, plu s new pro­ 
du ctive efficiencies, were listed as 
reasons for the expected hike in 
the nu mber of u nemployed. 
The AFL Cou ncil was expect­ 
ed to endorse several steps de­ 
signed to bolster the economy and 
help redu ce u nemployment. One 
favorite AFL antidote is higher 
exemptions to redu ce income tax 
payments among wage earners. 
Another is to increase the pres­ 
ent 75 cents an hou r federal min­ 
imu m wage. 
Will Help Bu oy 
The 19 55 economic ou tlook pu t 
before the cou ncil said that wage 
increases, which it claims u nions 
will seek and get in 19 55, will 
help bu oy consu mer pu rchasing 
power. 
“The net resu lt,” the report 
said, “will mean a rise in con­ 
su mer 
expenditu res. 
However, 
u nder present prospects, the in­ 
crease will fall far short of the 
amou nt necessary to develop a 
high employment economy similar 
to 19 53.” 
The report said government ex­ 
penditu res and bu siness ou tlays 
for ppw plants an(3t« 3u ipm« ?u are 
expected to decline, and the work 
force may expand by 9 00,000 as 
more you ng men are released from 
the armed services.

Mark Twain's Cousin 
Tell of Famous Relative 
It was ladies’ night at the Ro­ 
tary Clu b Monday night in t h e 
Ru stic Rock Inn and an evening 
few, if any, of the Rotarians or 
Rotary Anns will ever forget for 
as gu est speaker there was Cyril 
Clemens, of Kirkwood, a cou sin of 
the internationally famou s Mark 
Twain, to bring the Sikestonians 
an intimate glimpse of the great 
hu morist with his talk on “Lau gh­ 
ing and Joking with Old S a m 
Clemens.** 
This later edition of the Clemens 
family, thou gh he admits he wai 
ju st a small boy when old Mark 
Twain rode into the hereafter with 
Haley’s Comet on April 21, 19 10, 
qu ite evidently su cceeded in hav­ 
ing at least some of Mark Twain’s 
dry hu mor ru b off on him for he 
managed to keep his au dience 
lau ghing with his anecdotes abou t 
his illu striou s cou sin. 
He declared the story that Mark 
Twain was born when Haley’s 
Comet appeared and died when it 
re-appeared 75 years later w a s 
absolu tely tru e. He also exploded 
the story related in Mark Twain’s 
book that Tom Sawyer 
(Mark 
Twain) and Becky Thatcher were 
lost in a cave. This was one of 
the times, Clemens told the Ro­ 
tarians, that the real Becky That­ 
cher had told him “Sam sort of 
stretched things a little.” 
Contrary to a belief held by 
many people, Clemens said, Mark 
Twain was not born at Hannibal, 
bu t at Florida, Mo., where t h e 
birthplace still stands, and moved 
to Hannibal when he was fou r 
years old. Nor is Mark Twain 
bu ried at Hannibal bu t at Emyra, 
N.Y., beside his wife, who was a 
native of that city. 
Clemens took his au dience on a 
rambling reminiscence of Mark 
Twain’s life that proved highly in­ 
teresting.

AMSTERDAM, N. Y. 
(JP) — 
Eleven children and a father were 
trapped and killed today when an 
oil-fed fire raged throu gh a brick 
tenement hou se in this Mohawk 
River indu strial city. 
Among the dead were Ju an Riv­ 
era and his five children. 
The casu alties inclu ded five in­ 
ju red persons. 
Police said an oil heater over­ 
flowed in one of the eight apart­ 
ments and started a fire that ex­ 
ploded an oil dru m in the cellar 
of the two-story bu ilding abou t 
12:55 a.m. 
The tragedy nu mbed Amster­ 
dam’s 32,50Qf residents, already 
groggy from an indu strial blow. 
Last Satu rday, the Bigelow-San- 
ford 
Carpet 
Co. 
annou nced 
it 
wou ld close its centu ry-old plant 
and throw approximately 1,6 50 ou t 
of work. 
Amsterdam is 35 miles west of 
Albany. 
The children who died ranged 
in age from six months to 14 
years. 
The 12 who perished raised the 
nation’s fire toll this week to 47 
in six states. 
Ten families lived in the eight 
apartments in the tenement, an 
old bu ilding not far from the rail­ 
road tracks. Ten of the 22 occu ­ 
pants escaped. 
Many fled in their nightclothes 
into a snowstorm and su b-freezing 
tempertau res. Police and firemen 
rescu ed others. Neighbors took 
them in. 
In one apartment, Rivera, 40, 
and his five children died. The 
bodies of fou r of the children 
were fou nd in the kitchen, su r­ 
rou nded by dolls, toys and half­ 
finished baby’s milk bottle.

Red China Invited 
To Discuss Possible 
For East Cease-Fire 
UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. Lfl - 
U.N. Secu rity Cou ncil discu ssion of 
a cease-fire in the Formosa Strait 
today awaited Red China’s answer 
to the cou ncil’s bid for Peiping 
spokesmen to join in the debate. 
U. N. Secretary General Dag- 
Hammarskjold cabled the invita­ 
tion to the Chinese Commu nist cap­ 
ital last night after the cou ncil 
voted to: 
1. Take u p New Zealand’s re­ 
qu est for debate on “hostilities in 
the area of certain islands” off 
China; 
2. Invite the Chinese Reds to par­ 
ticipate in the debate; and 
3. Delay u ntil after the New Zea­ 
land proposal cou ncil consideration 
of renewed Soviet demands for im­ 
mediate withdrawal of U.S. armed 
forces from the Formosa area and 
su rrender of the coastal islands to 
Peiping. 
Cou ncil Recesses 
The cou ncil then recessed its ses­ 
sions u ntil Hammarskjö ld hears 
from Peiping. 
A Peiping radio broadcast today 
made no mention of the cou ncil 
invitation bu t said New Zealand 
shou ld withdraw its proposal — 
which is aimed at a cease-fire — 
in favor of the Ru ssian resolu tion. 
Qu oting from the official Chinese 
Commu nist newspaper, The Pei­ 
ping People’s Daily, the broadcast 
repeated Red Chinese pledges to 
“liberate” Formosa, thfe Pesca­ 
dores and the coastal inslands and 
asserted “interference” WDu ld not 
be permitted. It added that only 
U.S. withdrawal from the area will 
ease the tension there. 
Lodge Approves 
U.S. Chief Delegate Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. voted with eight other 
cou ncil members to extend the in- 
. vitation to Peiping. 
Bu t 
Lodge 
qu ickly made plain to the cou ncil 
his vote meant no change in U.S. 
opposition to seating Red China in 
the U.N. or in American refu sal 
to recognize the Peiping regime. 
Lodge said becau se Red China 
is a party to the armed conflict, 
the United States has to deal with 
Peiping ju st as it had to on the 
Korean and Indochina tru ce qu es­ 
tions at Geneva. The U.N. Charter 
also requ ires that both sides in a 
dispu te before the cou ncil mu st be 
invited to debates, bu t Red China 
wou ld have no vote.

Burch Denies Balanced Farming 
Devised to Fight Soil Districts 


COLUMBIA t/P)—J. W. Bu rch, 
director of the Missou ri Agricu l­ 
tu ral Extension Service, categor­ 
ically denied today that the Mis­ 
sou ri ‘‘balanced farming” program 
was devised to fight the federal 
soil districts program—a charge 
made by Lester C. Lu tes, presi­ 
dent of the Missou ri Association of 
Soil Districts, in an address at a 
meeting of the National Associa­ 
tion of Soil Districts at San Diego, 
Calif., today. 
Bu rch pointed ou t that the Mis­ 
sou ri balanced farming program 
was lau nched in 19 38 while the 
first soil district 
niMissou ri was 
organized in 19 44, six years later 
and that the first 12 soil districts 
in the state were organized by 
the Extension Service itself to 
give farmers an opportu nity to see 


and ju dge the program. 
“After we organized those 12 
districts,” Bu rch said, “we felt 
it was u p to the farm people to 
decide for themselves 
whether 
they wanted soil districts in the 
other cou nties of the state.” 
Balanced farming associations 
were not organized to cou nter soil 
districts, bu t to provide money to 
hire assistant cou nty agents to 
work with the farmers on the pro­ 
gram in some cou nties, Bu rch said. 
“We didn't have the money to hire 
the extra help,” he said, “and the 
farmers organized to raise the 
money.” 
“Bu t,” Bu rch added, “we have 
those associations in only 40 cou n­ 
ties, while we are practicing bal­ 
anced farming in all 114 cou nties 
of the state.”

He called for an 11 per cent 
increase in the state tax on per­ 
sonal incomes, 2 cents a gallon 
more in the tax on gasoline and 
3 cents on diesel fu el, 33 1-3 per 
cent on u nincorporated bu siness 
earnings and 9 per cent on cor­ 
poration profits. 
Income and u nincorporated bu s­ 
iness taxes will go u p au tomatic­ 
ally on 19 54 earnings becau se of 
the governor’s veto of Repu blican 
bills to keep 
them 
at present 
levels. 
Repu blican majorities 
in 
the Legislatu re do not have t h e 
votes to override a veto.

Talk Continues 
About Future 
Of Outposts 


TAIPEH, Formosa 091 — Fresh 
fighting on sea and in the air boiled 
u p arou nd the embattled Tachen Is­ 
land*; again today while the United 
States and Nationalist China debat­ 
ed the fu tu re of Chiang Kei-shek’s 
offshore island ou tposts. 
An American sou rce said t h e 
finishing tou ches were being ¡Hit 
in Washington to an agreed an­ 
nou ncement clarifying the statu s of 
off the Red mainland. 
Explosive Area 
In the explosive Tachen area« 
Nationalist and Commu nist Chinese 
hammered each other with bombs 
and gu ns. 
The Defense Ministry said 
fo ur 
Nationalist planes clashed with 
Ru ssian-bu ilt MIG15 fighters in 
broad daylight bu t retu rned to ba se 
after su ccessfu lly carrying o u 
t 
their missions. 
The ministry said two of t h e 
Nationalist planes divebombed and 
strafed Red targets on newly-cap­ 
tu red Yikiangshan Island, starting 
many fires despite heavy Red 
anti-aircraft fire from Yikiangshan 
and Tou men Island, five miles to 
the northwest. 
Fou r waves of MIG15*s tried 
intercept them as they retu rned 
base bu t the Nationalist planes es­ 
caped, the ministry said. 
Clash With MiG’s 
A few minu tes later two Nation­ 
alist fighter bombers clashed with 
several MiG's north of the Tachens 
bu t retu rned to base, the ministry 
reported. The mission of these two 
planes was not disclosed. 
The report came on the heels of 
a Defense Ministry annou ncement 
shelled Nationalist Yu shan Island« 
30 miles northeast of the explosive 
Tachens, then “fled u nder strong 
fire from the defenders.** 
The ministry also said 
a h o n e 
Nationalist warship fou ght a 76 - 
minu te battle with several Red 
warships 25 miles northeast of the 
Tachens today, and forced them 
to flee. No damage to either side 
was reported, nor was the nu mber 
of Commu nist vessels involved dis­ 
closed. 
Hie sou rce spoke shortly after 
U. S. Ambassador Karl L. Rankin 
conferred at length with 
S h e * 
Chang-hu an, acting foreign minis­ 
ter. 
Presu mably the Washington an­ 
nou ncement wou ld spell ou t what 
the United States intends to do 
abou t the Tachens, as well as su ch 
other island ou tposts as Qu emoy 
and Matsu . 
The U.S. 7 th Fleet, with the add­ 
ed su pport of swift Air Force Sa- 
brejets, is standing by in t ft o 
Formosa area, awaiting orders to 
helo the Nationalists evacu ate some 
30,000 troops and civilians from the 
Tachens, 200 miles to die north. 
The order to start the ev a cua tio n 
was reported held u p beca use die 
Nationalists don’t want 
to a ba ndo n 
the Tachens before they ha v e in­ 
su rances the United Sta tes wffl 
help defend other island 
o utpo sts 
off the Red mainland. 
Even if an agreement is reached 
in Washington, it does not neces­ 
sarily mean the Tachen evacu ation 
wou ld get u nder way immediately. 
Other Fa cto rs 
Other factors, su ch as the possi­ 
bility of a cease-fire, cohld bring 
abou t more delays. 
Peiping radio, beard in ^Tokyo* 
gave no indication that the 
Reds wou ld agree to a cease-f 
which they have opposed as, 
terly as the Nationalists. 
Peiping said 
New 
Zealand’s 
cease-fire proposal in the United 
Nations was “only one of the steps 
in the United States* cease-fire 
trick” and declared it “contravenes 
the charter of the United Nations." 
The broadcast, qu oting the offi­ 
cial Peiping Peoples’ Daily, repeat­ 
ed its su pport for the Soviet da­ 
rn and that aU U.S. armed 
forces 
be withdrawn from the Formosa 
area and the coastal islands to 
tu rned over to the Reds. 
Peiping also aired its offc-repeaf- 
ed threat to liberate Formosa sd m 
the Pescadores.

Robert, or Bobbie as he was bet­ 
ter known, Crowe came to Sikes­ 
ton in 1936 and graduated from the 
Sikeston High School in May, 1948. 
He is a brother of Ralph Crowe,

Higher Wages, 
Fewer Jobs 


Economists Predict 
Substantial W a ge 
Boosts for Unions 


MIAMI BEACH, 
Fla. (fP) — 
Higher wages but fewer jobs is 
the forecast for 1955 received by 
AFL leaders today as they opened 
toplevel w inter meetings. 
The AFL Executive Council, 17- 
m ember policy-making group of 
the big labor organization, studied 
a report prepared by AFL econo­ 
mists predicting that unions will 
win substantial wage boosts this 
year. 
Million More 
The report, at the same time, 
expressed fear that unemployment 
will 
average 
about 
4,000,000 
throughout the year, or a million 
higher than the 3,000,000 jobless 
average of 1954. 
An above normal increase a- 
mong the available workers, part­ 
ly due to scheduled reductions in 
the m ilitary forces, plus new pro­ 
ductive efficiencies, were listed as 
reasons for the expected hike in 
the number of unemployed. 
The AFL Council was expect­ 
ed to endorse several steps de­ 
signed to bolster the economy and 
help reduce unemployment. One 
favorite AFL antidote is higher 
exemptions to reduce income tax 
payments among wage earners. 
Another is to increase the pres­ 
ent 75 cents an hour federal m in­ 
imum wage. 
Will Help Buoy 
The 1955 economic outlook put 
before the council said that wage 
increases, which it claims unions 
will seek and get in 1955, will 
help buoy consumer purchasing 
power. 
‘‘The net 
result,” 
the report 
said, “will mean a rise in con­ 
sum er 
expenditures. 
However, 
under present prospects, the in­ 
crease will fall far short of the 
amount necessary to develop a 
high employment economy sim ilar 
to 1953.” 
The report said government ex­ 
penditures and business outlays 
for r^w plants ancV*^ui^nutil are 
expected to decline, and the work 
force may expand by 900,000 as 
more young men are released from 
the armed services.

In the explosive Tachen area. 
Nationalist and Communist Chinese 
hammered each other with bombs 
and guns. 
The Defense M inistry said four 
Nationalist 
planes 
clashed

fighters

broad daylight but returned to base 
after successfully carrying o u t 
their missions. 
The ministry said two of t h e 
Nationalist planes divebombed and 
strafed Red targets on newly-cap­ 
tured Yikiangshan Island, starting 
many fires 
despite 
heavy 
Red 
anti-aircraft fire from Yikiangshan 
and Toumen Island, five miles to 
the northwest. 
Four waves of MIG15*s tried tg 
intercept them as they returned to 
base but the Nationalist planes es­ 
caped, the ministry said. 
Clash With MiG’s 
A few minutes later two Nation­ 
alist fighter bombers clashed with 
several MiG’s north of the Tachens 
but returned to base, the m inistry 
reported. The mission of these two 
planes was not disclosed. 
The report came on the heels of 
a Defense Ministry announcement 
shelled Nationalist Yushan Island, 
30 miles northeast of the explosive 
Tachens, then “fled under strong 
fire from the defenders.” 
The ministry also said a lone 
Nationalist warship fought a 76- 
minute battle with several Red 
warships 25 miles northeast of the 
Tachens today, and forced them 
to flee. No damage to either side 
was reported, nor was the number 
of Communist vessels involved dis­ 
closed. 
The source spoke shortly after 
U. S. Ambassador Karl L. Rankin 
conferred at length with S h e O 
Chatng-huan, acting foreign minis­ 
ter. 
Presumably the Washington an­ 
nouncement would spell out what 
the United States intends to d o 
about the Tachens, as well as such 
other island outposts as Quemoy 
and Matsu. 
The U.S. 7th Fleet, with the add­ 
ed support of swift Air Force Sa­ 
bre jets, is standing by in t h e 
Formosa area, awaiting orders to 
helo the Nationalists evacuate some 
30,000 troops and civilians from the 
Tachens, 200 miles to the north. 
The order to start the evacuation 
was reported held up because the 
Nationalists don’t want to abandon 
the Tachens before they have as­ 
surances the United States wfll 
help defend other island outposts 
off the Red mainland. 
Even if an agreement is reached 
in Washington, it does not neces­ 
sarily mean the Tachen evacuation 
would get under way immediately. 
Other Factors 
Other factors, such as the possi­ 
bility of a cease-fire, could bring 
about more delays. 
Peiping radio, heard in Tokyo, 
gave no indication that the Chinese 
Reds would agree to a cease-fire, 
which they have opposed as bit­ 
terly as the Nationalists.

Zealand’s 
cease-fire proposal in the United 
Nations was “only one of the steps 
in the United States’ cease-fire 
trick” and declared it “contravenes 
the charter of the United Nations.” 
The broadcast, quoting the offi­ 
cial Peiping Peoples’ Daily, repeat­ 
ed its support for the Soviet de­ 
mand that all U.S. armed forces 
be withdrawn from the Formosa 
area and the coastal islands be 
turned over to the Reds.

30,000 troops and civilians from the 
Tachens, 200 m iles to the north. 
The order to start the evacuation 
was reported held up because the 
N ationalists don’t w ant to abandon 
the Tachens before they have as­ 
surances the U nited States will 
help defend other island outposts 
off the Red m ainland. 
Even if an agreem ent is reached 
in W ashington, it does not neces­ 
sarily m ean the Tachen evacuation 
would get under way im m ediately. 
O ther Factors 
Other factors, such as the possi­ 
bility of a cease-fire, could bring 
about m ore delays. 
Peiping radio, heard in Tokyo, 
gave no indication that the Chinese 
Reds would agree to a cease-fire, 
which they have opposed as b it­ 
terly as the N ationalists.
